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TWO FUTILE "BLOCKADES"

England's efforts to "starve" Germany appear to be 


ahneot if not quite as futile as Germany's efforts to 
"starve" England. From all accounts, the British above- 
•ca "blockade" of Germany has failed of definite results 
scarcely less completely than Germany's submarine 
"blockade" of England. Certainly failure in both cases 
it indicated by the figures. It is stated that exports from' 
the United States to Germany during June amounted to' 
only $400 as compared with $14,000,000 during June 1914. 
But it is significant that this loss is far more than made | 
up by the great increase of United States exports to Den- > 
mark, Norway and Sweden, in spite of persistent British! 
intert'erenc with the traffic. That the vastly increased | 
exports to Scandinavian countries are re-shipped to Ger- 
many, aa the English contend, there can be no question. 
How ineffective is the German submarine "blockade" of 
sjrngknd, notwithstanding the great number of ships 
«unk, is revealed by the fact that the June imports into 
the United Kingdom amounted to $380,545,000, exceeding 
the June imports of both 1914 and 1913 by at least $90,- 
000,000. 


The British government has risked serious compli- 


cations with the United States by holding up since Feb-, 
ruary $14,000,000 worth of packing house products con-' 
signed to Swedish ports. Germany has repeatedly risked' 
unpardonably offending the United States by her reck- 
less submarine ppaiations. Yet, in spite of such perilous ,

BUYING PEACE IN HAYTI

Rear Admiral Caperton is said to have surprised the 


Hayti^n politicians as well as American observers when 
he disbanded 736 "soldiers of the revolution" and sent 
them home happy, but the explanation is simple enough. 
The admiral understands the character of the negro rev- 
olutionist, and of the average white Spanish-American 
Tevotetionist for that matter. The Hayticn leaders talk- 
ed patriotism and independence while on the trail of 
power and loot, but doubtless the average Haytien 
musket-toter was frankly in the game fox- plunder, and 
When achievement seemed doubtful and the American 
admiral offered them a small measure of what they were 
looking for they fell over each other in their haste to ac- 
eept. 


The 736 dusky warriors had never seen Admiral Ca- 


perton, but when they heard that hard-tack, coffee, bacon, 
and "a small sum of money" for every soldier ready to 
quit and go home, awaited them on the Nord Alexis they 
raced for the gangway and crowded on board. The ra- 
tions were American, but the money distributed in sums 
of a few dollars to each of the eager patriots was "bor- 
rewcd from the public funds." The Haytier treasury 
(custom-house collections doubtless) was never drawn on 
te better purpose. Benevolence of this sort, backed by 
firmness and tact, may be the wisest method of dealing 
with many of thy two-penny revolutions of the western 
hemisphere, particularly when, as in this case, the treas- 
ury of the disturbed country can be made to foot the bill 
bv our intervening nuvat officers.

TWO FUTILE "BLOCKADES"

England's efforts to "starve" Germany appear to be 


ahneot if not quite as futile as Germany's efforts to 
"starve" England. From all accounts, the British above- 
•ca "blockade" of Germany has failed of definite results 
scarcely less completely than Germany's submarine 
"blockade" of England. Certainly failure in both cases 
it indicated by the figures. It is stated that exports from' 
the United States to Germany during June amounted to' 
only $400 as compared with $14,000,000 during June 1914. 
But it is significant that this loss is far more than made | 
up by the great increase of United States exports to Den- > 
mark, Norway and Sweden, in spite of persistent British! 
intert'erenc with the traffic. That the vastly increased | 
exports to Scandinavian countries are re-shipped to Ger- 
many, aa the English contend, there can be no question. 
How ineffective is the German submarine "blockade" of 
sjrngknd, notwithstanding the great number of ships 
«unk, is revealed by the fact that the June imports into 
the United Kingdom amounted to $380,545,000, exceeding 
the June imports of both 1914 and 1913 by at least $90,- 
000,000. 


The British government has risked serious compli- 


cations with the United States by holding up since Feb-, 
ruary $14,000,000 worth of packing house products con-' 
signed to Swedish ports. Germany has repeatedly risked' 
unpardonably offending the United States by her reck- 
less submarine ppaiations. Yet, in spite of such perilous ,

BUYING PEACE IN HAYTI

Rear Admiral Caperton is said to have surprised the 


Hayti^n politicians as well as American observers when 
he disbanded 736 "soldiers of the revolution" and sent 
them home happy, but the explanation is simple enough. 
The admiral understands the character of the negro rev- 
olutionist, and of the average white Spanish-American 
Tevotetionist for that matter. The Hayticn leaders talk- 
ed patriotism and independence while on the trail of 
power and loot, but doubtless the average Haytien 
musket-toter was frankly in the game fox- plunder, and 
When achievement seemed doubtful and the American 
admiral offered them a small measure of what they were 
looking for they fell over each other in their haste to ac- 
eept. 


The 736 dusky warriors had never seen Admiral Ca- 


perton, but when they heard that hard-tack, coffee, bacon, 
and "a small sum of money" for every soldier ready to 
quit and go home, awaited them on the Nord Alexis they 
raced for the gangway and crowded on board. The ra- 
tions were American, but the money distributed in sums 
of a few dollars to each of the eager patriots was "bor- 
rewcd from the public funds." The Haytier treasury 
(custom-house collections doubtless) was never drawn on 
te better purpose. Benevolence of this sort, backed by 
firmness and tact, may be the wisest method of dealing 
with many of thy two-penny revolutions of the western 
hemisphere, particularly when, as in this case, the treas- 
ury of the disturbed country can be made to foot the bill 
bv our intervening nuvat officers.
